Bomb scare near Didsbury 

Suspicious package found empty

The RCMP Explosive Disposal Unit (EDIJ) was called to 
assist in handling what was suspected to be an explosive 
attached to a rail tanker car two knt north of Didsbury Nov. 28. 

What is being described by police as a 12 cm x 12 cm x 12 
cm white cardboard box was found by train crews during a 
routine inspection of a string of 13 propane tanker rail cars at 
approximately 11:45 p.m. 

“All trains are inspected, even while en route,” said 
spokesperson for CP Rail Breanne Feigel. 

“If one train passes another, the crew from the train that’s 
not moving will watch and inspect the cars.. .tills is a case of 
the crew following proper protocol, prior to moving that tank 
car. 

“They were inspecting it the way they insjiect all cars, and 
in this case, they noticed the package." 

Upon examination by Didsbury RCMP and CP Police, the 
EDU was contacted and consulted on their finding. 

“They described what we hail on the scene: what it looked 


like, and what it appeared to tie,” said Sgt. Patrick Webb. 

In case the package was carrying an explosive, the train car 
was moved to what Webb descrilies as a more isolated area 
“They moved it to an area where if it was an explosive 
device and it did go off, it would have been relatively harm¬ 
less,” he said. 

The EDU used a remote control robot and a high pressure

hose, called a disruption unit, to handle the package. 
“Basically it blows it apart really fast,” said Webb. 

“If there is an explosive device it destroys it. It destroys the 
dung so fast that it caiuiot go off.” 


Police discovered nothing from inside the package to be 
considered explosive or dangerous, said Webb. 

I’resently, the debris is lieing examined by the EDU, trying 
to determine the significance of the package. 

“We’re trying to determine where it came from, what it 
means. Ls it a prank? Is it a hoax? How was this done and 
where was this done?” 

Webb says the package could have been attached to its 
location minutes before it was found or weeks before it was 
found. 

Incidents involving packages attached to trains are 
extremely rare, said Webb. 

“It’s the first one I’ve heard about,” he said. “They are very, 
very rare 

“...we treat each and every one, as a possible explosive 
device, basically, because we don’t know what it is.” 

Feigel agrees, saying CP’s dealing with similar incidents 
have been infrequent. 

“Our message Is that people should think seriously about 
such a hoax,” she said. 

“Because there are very serious penalties."

Health regions trying to 
contain mumps outbreak

of 40 have natural immunity 
to mumps based on the year 
the MMR vaccine was 
licensed in Canada and sub¬ 
sequent mumps-containing 
vaccine progr.uns through¬ 
out the country. 

Residents aged 17 to 26 
may have only had one dose 
of the vaccine <is ;m infant . A 
second dose is required, 
according to health region 
officials, to provide better 
protection. 

The second phase of 
Calgary Health Region’s 
response to the outbreak will 
be launched next week with 
planned vaccination clinics 
for anyone aged 17 to 26. 

A Didsbury clinic date has 
been set for Dec. 21 by 
appointment only. 

MacDonald said high-risk 
residents should make sure 
they’ve had two doses of 


mumps-containing vaccine 
and should not share any¬ 
thing that has been in con¬ 
tact with another [>erson’s 
saliva. 

The disease, for which 
there is no specific treat¬ 
ment, spreads through direct 
contact with respiratory 
droplets from the nose or 
throat of an infected individ¬ 
ual. 

Mumps is a viral illness 
that results in fever, respira¬ 
tory symptoms, swelling and 
tenderness of one or Ixith of 
the glands located in front of 
the ears and below the 
cheekbones. Symptoms 
appear two to three weeks 
after contact with the virus. 
Complications of mumps 
can include inflanunation of 
the testes or ovaries that 
may lead to infertility, as well 
as meningitis and more seri¬ 
ous infections of the brain. 


Area residents who are 
Iretween the ages of 17 and 
26 are lx*ing strongly encour¬ 
aged to get vaccinated for 
mumps to help contain an 
outbreak of the viral infec¬ 
tion that is spreading 
throughout the province. 

So far this year, the disease 
has infected 38 people in the 
Chinook Health Region, 
while a further 21 suspected 
cases have not been con- 
finned. 

There have been 57 cases 
to date in the Calgary Health 
Region - 43 since October. 

David Thompson Health 
Region officials confinned 
the first three cases in that 
region last week. 

“Mumps disease can have 
serious consequences and it 
is important for i>eople in the 
target groups to make sure 
they’re doing all they can to 
protect themselves,” said Dr. 
Judy MacDonald, deputy 
medical officer of health for 
the Calgary Health Region. 

All health regions in the 
province have been advised 
by the province to carry out 
mumps vaccination pro¬ 
grams starting with people 
bom in 1970 or later who 
attended a post secondary 
institution. 

It is this age group and the
